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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 6 and 7 (renumbered 1 -2) are allowed. The examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance has been previously set forth in Paper Number 5, Paragraph 3. 
In particular, while it is known to include a fiber reinforced spacer between a given bead 
core and the adjacent carcass ply (provides a desired spacing between the reinforcing 
elements of the carcass and the reinforcing elements of the bead), the prior art 
references of record failed to suggest, disclose, or teach radially extending the fiber 
reinforced spacer along the main carcass portion a distance between 0.05 to 1 .0 times 
the height of the bead core after it is wrapped at least once around the bead core. 
Ohara (US 6,273,162, of record) is the closest prior art (see Figure 3 in which the fiber 
reinforced spacer is wrapped at least once around the bead core). However, the 
terminal end of the fiber reinforced spacer is adjacent the bead core and does not 
extend radially along the main carcass portion as required by the claimed invention.
